To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
lrlam  Urban  District  Council. 

I have  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December.  1951. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  compared  with  1950  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles 
which  caused  284  cases  and  1 death.  Scarlet  fever  cases  numbered 
18,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  being  12.4  per 
1,000  of  population;  the  average  for  the  years  1946-1950  was  17.5 
per  1 ,000. 

Deaths  numberd  169,  the  highest  recorded  for  any  year.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  11.2,  the  highest  since  1938. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  32  per  1,000  live  births  which  is  the 
lowest  since  1944.  This  figure  compares  very  favourably  with  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (29.6). 

For  the  seventh  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths 
attributable  to  childbirth. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance 
given  to  me  by  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  to  thank  Mr.  L.  Hall  and  his  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square 
in  formation,  with  sides  over  three  and  a half  miles  long. 

The  district  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of 
Tyldesley,  Worsley  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester 
Ship  Canal,  on  the  East  with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks 
of  the  River  Glaze. 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi-rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature 
of  the  district  on  its  southern  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  following 
list  is  a brief  summary : — 

Steel  and  iron  works,  soap  works,  margarine  and  lard  manu- 
actories,  coal  tips,  tar  works,  wallpaper  works,  basket  works, 
general  engineering  and  market  gardening. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  or  environment  which  appear 
to  have  had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health  were  noted  during  the 
year 


POPULATION. 

The  resident  population  of  Irlam  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
Genera]  in  June,  1951,  was  15,030, 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  IS. 

In  addition  to  the  resident  population  large  numbers  from 
outside  the  district  journey  daily  to  and  from  the  various  works  in 
the  district. 


BIRTHS. 

Boys  97  ; Girls  90  ; Total  187. 

The  total  number  of  births  belonging  to  the  district  after 
the  necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  187. 

This  gave  a birth  rate  of  12.4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
against  10.2  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1951  was  15.5. 


STILLBIRTHS 

The  number  of  registered  stillbirths  was  5,  giving  a rate  per 
1,000  total  births  of  26.  The  average  for  the  years  1946-1950  was 
31  per  1,000  total  births. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

No  deaths  from  puerperal  causes  occurred  during  1951. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  as  a result  of  childbirth  in  the  district 
since  1944. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  G deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  4 of  which 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
was  52  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  91  for  the  previous  year. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1951  was  29.6. 

The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the  years 
1946-1950  was  41  per  1,000  live  births.

DEATHS. 

Males  99  ; Females  70  ; Total  169. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  169. 
This  gave  a death  rate  of  11.2  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  compared 
with  10.8  in  1950. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12.5  per  1,000  of  the  total  population. 


UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS. 

During  the  year  there  were  eight  deaths  (7  male,  1 female) 
registered  in  which  the  causes  of  death  were  not  certified  by  medical 
practitioners.

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES 

Thirty-two  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  (including  tuberculosis)  giving  a death  rate  of  2.13  per  1,000. 
This  was  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  when  the  death  rate  was 
1.25  per  1,000.

Fifteen  cases  received  sanatorium  treatment  during  the  year. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  0.33  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  0.07  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  was  satisfactory,  and  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  regarding  cases  of  neglect 
or  refusal  to  notify.  The  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  ended  fatally 
had  been  previously  notified. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  324  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified. 
These  included  284  cases  of  measles.  The  epidemic  of  measles  comm- 
enced in  December,  1950  and  lasted  until  the  spring  of  1951.  There 
was  one  death  from  measles. 

There  were  18  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  and  3 cases  of  sonne 
dysentery  were  notified. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

During  the  year  315  children  were  immunised  for  the  first  time 
compared  with  171  in  1950.  Of  the  children  who  were  immunised 
203  were  under  5 years  of  age.  The  number  of  children  receiving 
reinforcing  injections  was  357  compared  with  04  in  the  previous 
year. 

As  the  immunity  against  diphtheria  conferred  by  this  treat- 
ment gradually  fades,  it  is  desirable  that  reinforcing  doses  of 
prophylactic  should  be  given  on  admission  to  school  and  again,  if 
possible,  at  or  about  the  ages  of  9-10  years. 
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Whilst  the  proportion  of  children  of  school  age  who  have  been 
immunised  can  now  be  considered  satisfactory,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  has  called  attention  to  the  figure  in  the  County  Adminis- 
trative area  for  children  under  5 years  of  age,  of  whom  52.8  per  cent 
had  been  immunised  up  to  December,  1951.  Although  this  is  the 
highest  figure  yet  achieved  in  the  County  area  it  is  less  than  that 
considered  necessary  to  provide  a safeguard  against  epidemics.  The 
figure  usually  regarded  as  safe  is  60  per  cent  for  children  under  5 
years  of  age  and  at  least  75  per  cent  of  children  of  school  age.  In  the 
area  of  Health  Division  No.  15  the  proportion  of  children  under  5 who 
had  been  immunised  by  December,  1951  was  54.9  For  children  of 
school  age  the  percentage  was  83.5. 

There  is  need  for  continuing  efforts  to  persuade  parents  of 
young  children  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  their  children 
protected. 


VACCINATION. 

During  the  year  63  successful  primary  vaccinations  were 
carried  out  and  13  re- vaccinations. 

Vaccination  is  no  longer  compulsory  ; it  is,  however,  the  only 
known  protection  against  smallpox.  Although  smallpox  only  oc- 
casionally occurs  in  this  country  due  to  the  arrival  of  infected  persons 
from  abroad,  by  energetic  action  on  the  part  of  health  authorities 
outbreaks  are  rapidly  brought  under  control,  there  is  always  a risk 
of  infection  from  a mild  unrecognised  case.  Smallpox  is  one  of  the 
most  fatal  diseases  and  in  one  outbreak  approximately  thirty 
per  cent  of  the  unvaccinated  persons  who  contracted  the  disease 
died.  Vaccination  of  infants  is  easily  carried  out  and  causes  very 
little  disturbance  in  the  children.  The  protection  afforded  by  infant 
vaccination  lasts  for  several  years,  it  then  gradually  fades  and 
although  not  an  absolute  protection  it  continues  to  modify  the 
infection  for  a long  period  ; parents  are  therefore  strongly  urged  to 
have  their  infants  protected  against  this  extremely  dangerous 
disease. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES  WITHIN 

THE  DISTRICT 

1.  Services  Provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
(Lancashire  County  Council). 

(a)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  are  weekly  sessions  at  Longfield  Lodge.  Cadishead,  and 
at  the  Old  Age  Pensioners  Hall,  Princess  Park,  Irlam.  A weekly 
ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  Longfield  Lodge,  and  a consultant 
ante-natal  clinic  once  a month. 
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Health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  two  health  visitors  in  the  district. 

(b)  School  Clinic. 

This  is  at  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead,  and  provides  a weekly 
minor  ailments  session  and  orthopaedic  and  ophthalmic 
treatment  by  appointment. 

(< ) Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Regular  sessions  are  held  at  Longfield  Lodge. 

(</)  Home  Nursing. 

There  are  two  district  nurses  resident  in  the  area  whose  services 
are  available  on  request  from  the  Medical  Practitioner  in 
attendance  on  the  patient. 

(c)  Midwifery. 

Two  midwives  reside  in  the  district  and  are  available  for 
domiciliary  confinements  and  also  for  attendance  on  mothers 
who  have  been  confined  in  hospital  and  discharged  before  the 
fourteenth  day. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service. 

Particulars  of  this  and  all  other  services  administered  by  the 
County  Council  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  33  Green  Lane,  Patricroft. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service. 

The  ambulance  vehicles  and  personnel  are  stationed  on  the 
Fire  vStation  premises  in  Irlam.  There  is  also  a station  at 
Patricroft. 


2.  Hospital  Services. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  within  the  Urban 
District.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  admitted  to  Ladywell  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  Accidents, 
emergencies,  and  other  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  treated 
at  hospitals  in  Davyhulme,  Flccles,  Salford  or  Manchester.

Health  Committee. 

Mk.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  and  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1951. 

It  is  regretted  that  so  much  time  has  elapsed  between  the  actual 
time  under  review  and  the  publication  of  the  report.  This  is  due 
mainly  to  two  chains  of  circumstances.  First  the  report  cannot  be  com- 
piled until  the  whole  of  the  national  statistics  are  available  and 
secondly  the  very  nature  of  the  work  involved  is  on  a long  term 
policy.  The  work  done  in  the  department  very  rarely  shows  imm- 
ediate spectacular  results,  the  progress  is  gradual  and  often  goes 
unnoticed.  The  result,  which  is  the  aim  of  every  Public  Health 
Department — a healthier  and  happier  community,  is  usually  taken 
for  granted. 

Generally  speaking  the  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful 
on  record,  not  on  account  of  outstanding  happenings,  but  rather  due 
to  the  absence  of  same.  The  year  has  shown  that  when  statutory 
obligations  are  fulfilled  and  routine  work  brought  up  to  date,  sensa- 
tional happenings  such  as  are  normally  associated  with  Health  Dep- 
artments are  reduced  to  a minimum.  The  motto  has  truly  been 
“Prevention  is  better  than  cure”. 

Again  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  educate  the  public  by  way 
of  lectures  and  talks  but,  as  I reported  last  year,  this  only  touches 
the  fringe  of  the  problem  and  the  general  apathy  of  the  majority 
continues. 

The  inspection  of  food  and  food  premises  has  again  occupied 
more  of  your  inspectors’  time  than  any  other  individual  item.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  not  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  dur- 
ing the  year  under  review.  Whether  or  not  the  latter  fact  is  due  to 
the  work  of  your  inspectors  and  the  willing  co-operation  and  efforts 
of  the  food  handlers  within  the  district  is  a point  which  cannot  be 
proved  but  it  is  indeed  a good  omen. 

Work  under  the  Housing  Act  lias  again  had  to  be  curtailed 
owing  to  the  inability  to  rehouse  displaced  persons.  We  are  fortunate 
however,  in  the  fact  that  apart  from  a small  number  of  old  cottages,

the  general  condition  of  the  property  in  the  district  is  far  above  that 
associated  with  demolition  orders. 

In  connection  with  the  general  repair  of  houses,  the  work  has 
progressed  smoothly  in  spite  of  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  labour  and 
materials. 

For  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  the  year  has  been  one  of 
outstanding  success.  The  new  S.  I).  Freighter  was  put  into  service  on 
the  first  working  day  of  the  year  and  since  then,  for  the  first  time 
for  many  years,  a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been 
maintained,  and  the  collection  service  extended  to  the  moss  area. 
This  achievement  is  more  noteworthy  when  one  considers  that  by 
reorganisation  the  service  is  being  operated  with  one  man  less  than 
in  the  years  prior  to  the  one  under  review.  In  the  field  of  salvage 
collection  the  results  were  even  more  remarkable.  The  service  gained 
one  of  the  hundred  awards  of  £50  in  the  National  Waste  Paper 
Contest,  collecting  a total  of  186  tons  during  the  year.  The  gross 
income  from  the  sale  of  salved  materials  was  £3,210  6s.  9d. 

In  conclusion,  I have  again  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Stocks, 
to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  and  to  employees  for  their  help 
and  support  throughout  the  year.

OFFICE  ROUTINE 


On  looking  up  reports  as  far  back  as  1908,  I find  that  no  mention 
is  made  of  the  work  done  in  the  office,  I feel  that  this  section  of  the 
work  is  an  integral  part  of  the  whole  system,  the  smooth  running  of 
which  can  and  does  have  a marked  effect  on  the  outside  work. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  clerical  side  of 
the  work  was  carried  out  in  a most  efficient  manner  and  that  all 
records  were  kept  up  to  date  throughout  the  period. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  use  in 
the  district.  Butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  Manchester. 
Regular  visits  were  made  to  butchers’  shops. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  cottagers’  pigs  was  carried 
out  during  the  year.  The  number  killed  was  the  lowest  since  the  pre- 
war era,  only  do  being  slaughtered.  The  lungs  and  liver  of  one  pig  were 
condemned  due  to  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  The  remainder  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

FOOD  PREMISES 

The  main  survey  of  the  food  premises  having  been  completed  in 
the  previous  year,  the  task  during  1951  has  been  one  of  clearing  out- 
standing notices  and  routine  inspections.  All  premises  were  visited 
at  least  twice  during  the  year.  In  all  379  inspections  were  made  for 
this  purpose. 

With  the  advent  of  regular  routine  inspections,  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  need  to  serve  notices  has  been  reduced,  only  41  being 
served  as  compared  with  89  in  1950.

ICE  CREAM 

All  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream 
were  kept  under  strict  observation,  particularly  during  the  summer 
months.  53  visits  were  made  in  this  connection.  In  accordance  with 
the  Ice  Cream  Regulations,  the  temperature  of  the  ice  cream  was 
constantly  checked  not  only  in  the  shops  but  also  on  the  vehicles 
coming  in  from  other  districts.  Only  on  one  occasion  was  the  tem- 
perature found  to  be  above  28°F.  The  amount  of  ice  cream  involved 
was  very  small  and  the  retailer  withdrew  it  from  sale. 

In  all  cases  the  regulations  and  codes  of  practice  wrere  reasonably 
complied  with.

One  of  the  samples  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  was  pro- 
duced within  the  district,  and  the  other  was  supplied  by  a producer 
outside  our  area.  In  both  cases  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  was  notified  and  the  necessary  action  taken  to  render  the 
supplies  safe.

HOUSING  ACT 

Work  under  this  heading  was  reduced  to  a minimum  due  mainly 
to  the  acute  shortage  of  new  houses  and  the  high  cost  of  major 
repairs.  It  is  true  to  say  that  the  cost  of  making  old  cottage  prop- 
erty in  all  respects  fit  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  income  from  such 
dwellings.  Owners,  in  most  cases,  would  be  thankful  for  an  excuse 
to  shed  their  reponsibility  at  the  expense  of  upsetting  the  Council’s 
housing  programme. 
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During  the  year  two  dwellings  which  were  condemned  as  being 
unfit  for  habitation  some  years  ago  were  demolished.  8 dwellings  in 
respect  of  which  Demolition  Orders  were  made  prior  to  1951  are 
still  standing,  7 of  which  are  occupied. 

Two  notices  were  served  under  Section  1 1 of  the  Housing  Act, 
1939.  Both  the  houses  belonged  to  the  same  owner.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  set  out  in  the  notices,  the  owner  submitted  a 
scheme  for  reconditioning  the  houses.  This  was  accepted  by  the 
Council  and  the  work  was  completed  by  the  owner’s  contractor. 


OVERCROWDING 

Four  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the  year 
in  addition  to  the  five  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1950. 

Five  cases  were  relieved  leaving  a total  of  four  cases  involving 
28  persons  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  actual  overcrowding  has  been  based  on  the  permitted 
number  for  the  house  and  not  on  rooms  occupied  by  sub-tenants.

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  nine  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss 
area,  which  are  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation,  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  mains  of  Manchester  Cor- 
poration Waterworks  Department. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  the  quality  excellent.  The  district 
is  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  all  premises  are  supplied  direct  from 
the  mains. 


WATER  COURSES 


The  watercourses  in  the  district  have  been  kept  under  observa- 
tion throughout  the  year. 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Department  no 
real  improvement  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  Platts  Brook  and  its  tributaries. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Apart  from  a few  isolated  houses  on  the  moss  area,  all  properties 
are  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  sewage  is  received  and  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  sewage 
works  situated  at  Lords  Street,  Cadishead,  where  it  is  treated  by 
the  Activated  Sludge  method  prior  to  discharge  into  the  River  (daze

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Again  the  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  rather  than 
sensational  happenings.  The  fight  against  industrial  smoke  has  been 
most  successful.  Only  on  very  rare  occasions  was  there  ground  for 
complaint  from  this  source.  Progress  in  achieving  a clean  atmosphere 
is  very  slow  but  I think  we  can  say  that  there  has  been  an  improve- 
ment. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the 
new  plant  at  the  Irlam  works  of  the  Lancashire  Steel  Corporation, 
which,  when  completed,  should  go  a long  way  towards  minimising 
the  dust  problem  in  the  Cadishead  Central  Ward. 

During  the  winter  months  talks  were  given  on  “Atmospheric 
Pollution”  to  various  organisations  in  the  district  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  due  time  the  ratepayer  will  realize  not  only  the  waste  of 
money  and  energy,  but  also  the  danger  to  health  caused  by  atmos- 
pheric pollution. 

Thirty  three  smoke  observations  were  taken  and  1*1  visits  were 
made  to  industrial  premises  for  the  purpose  of  the  abatement  of 
atmospheric  pollution. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

All  shops  in  the  district  were  visited  at  least  twice  during  the 
year,  551  visits  being  made  for  this  purpose. 

There  are  247  shops  in  the  district,  123  in  Cadishead  and  124 
in  Irlam.  The  most  noticeable  feature  in  connection  with  the  shops 
is  the  number  which  changed  hands  during  the  year. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactor- 
ily complied  with.  The  high  standard  of  the  majority  of  the  shops, 
particularly  those  dealing  in  foodstuffs,  can,  in  my  opinion,  be  attri- 
buted to  the  regular  routine  inspections  which  were  made  throughout 
the  year. 

LICENSED  PREMISES,  CLUBS,  ETC. 

Licenced  premises  and  clubs,  particularly  those  having  cater- 
ing licences  were  visited  regularly.  Apart  from  minor  details  there 
was  no  cause  for  complaint,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  beng  very 
satisfactory.

At  only  two  dwelling  houses  is  outwork  done  in  the  district  and 
these  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory.

T hese  provisions  are 
contained  in  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations,  1938,  and 
prescribe  the  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  required  and  lay 
down  rules  regarding  the  siting  and  arrangement  of  same.  In  non- 
mechanical factories  the  local  authority  is  also  responsible  for  the 
provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors.

The  rooms  are  fumigated  with  Formaldehyde  after  the  patient 
has  been  removed  to  hospital,  or  if  nursed  at  home,  when  the  patient 
is  certified  free  from  infection. 

The  library  books  are  also  fumigated  with  Formaldehyde  prior 
to  returning  to  general  use. 

When  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  supplies  of  disinfectant 
are  issued  free  if  applied  for  by  the  householder. 

MORTUARY 

The  mortuary  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices  is  maintained  by  the  department.  As  a general  routine  it 
is  cleansed  weekly  and  after  each  use.  The  mortuary  attendant  is 
also  responsible  for  maintaining  supplies  of  clean  sheets,  soap  and 
towels,  and  rubber  gloves,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  doctors  con- 
ducting post  mortem  examinations.

Two  of  the  bug  infested  houses,  both  privately  owned,  had  to  be 
fumigated  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide.  All  the  other  infestations  were 
successfully  treated  with  Zaldecide  or  Gammexane. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Work  in  this  connection  has  continued  steadily  throughout  the 
year.  A large  proportion  of  the  rodent  operative’s  time  was  taken 
up  on  investigation  and  inspection.  The  sucess  of  regular  treatment 
has  again  been  proved  by  a further  decrease  in  major  infestations. 

All  premises  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s 
methods. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  district  sewers  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  only  in  isolated  cases  were  takes  recorded. 

Generally  speaking,  the  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
district  may  be  regarded  as  being  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  year  1051  may  well  be  looked  back  on  as  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  and  successful  years  for  some  time  past.  On  January 
1st  the  fleet  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  was  increased  from  two  to 
three  and  two  other  vehicles  were  taken  out  of  commission,  namely 
— the  salvage  van  and  the  old  freighter  on  refuse  disposal.  The  result 
of  this  change  was  an  all  round  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 
For  the  first  time  for  many  years  a weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse  was  brought  into  being.  Coupled  with  this  many  of  the  dwell- 
ings on  the  moss  were  brought  into  the  scheme — -a  service  which 
they  had  never  previously  enjoyed.  The  disposal  of  the  refuse  by 
controlled  tipping  within  thirty  yards  of  occupied  houses  was  at 
first  viewed  with  great  doubt  and  concern,  but  due  to  efficient  work- 
manship not  one  complaint  was  received.  The  efficiency  of  this  sec- 
tion is  amply  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  not  one  cricket  was  seen 
or  heard  on  the  tip  and  that  less  insecticide  was  used  than  in  any 
previous  year. 

The  policy  of  inviting  the  workmen  to  informal  meetings  to 
discuss  matters  relating  to  the  service  was  continued  throughout 
the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  meetings  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  the  workmen  and  have  proved  to  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  both  sides.

The  year  1951  proved  to  be  a climax  in  salvage  collection. 
Prices  jumped  to  unthought  of  heights,  and  collections  were  the  best 
ever.

The  sum  of  £3,210  Os.  9d.  is  equal  to  more  than  half  of  the 
total  income  for  the  nine  previous  years.  It  is  true  to  say  that  the 
bulk  of  the  increased  income  was  due  to  the  high  prices  but  the 
increase  in  collection,  due  to  the  extra  efforts  of  the  staff  and  work- 
men played  a very  important  part.  The  comparisons  shown  below 
with  the  previous  year,  which  was  a record  both  for  collection  and 
income,  will  indicate  the  extent  to  which  the  service  has  been  built 
up  during  the  past  year. 

The  best  way  to  compare  the  two  years  is  on  the  basis  of  weight 
collected.
